Ball  Control  Gives  MBA  7-6  Win  Over  Ryan 


Brilliant  ball  control  and  the  sparkling  run- 
ning of  fleet  backs  proved  to  be  too  much  for 
the  Panthers  of  Father  Ryan  as  the  Big  Red 
of  MBA  chalked  up  their  fourth  win  in  as 
many  tries.  Led  by  their  one-two  punch  of 
Billy  Crawford  and  Tommy  Worrall,  the  Ma- 
roons controlled  the  ball  72%  of  the  ball 
game  and  ground  out  241  yards  rushing  to 
outlast  the  game  Panthers  7-8. 

MBA  scored  in  the  second  quarter  after 
Ryan  had  denied  them  twice.  Captain  Billy 
Crawford  and  Tommy  Worrall  shared  run- 
ning honors  on  the  35  yard  scoring  drive 
which  was  climaxed  by  Crawford  bulling  his 
way  over  from  the  two.  Crawford’s  PAT. 
which  proved  to  be  very  important,  split  the 
uprights  to  give  MBA  a 7-0  edge. 

The  Irish  scored  after  John  Sullivan  and 
Bob  Ducklo  blocked  Billy  Crawford's  punt 
on  the  Maroon  34.  In  two  plays  the  Pan- 
thers scored  with  Richard  Lisle  going  11 
yards  on  the  first  play  and  Art  Guepe  streak- 
ing around  right  end  for  the  score.  A hushed 
crowd  saw  Crawford  seek  revenge  on  the 
Irish  by  blocking  Richard  Lisle’s  attempt  at 
the  point  after  conversion. 

Trailing  by  a point,  the  valiant  Panthers 
went  all  out  in  the  last  minute  to  score  but 
their  march  was  halted  by  the  Maroon  de- 
fense. The  game  ended  with  the  Big  Red  on 
the  Irish  3 yard  line. 

The  Maroon  defense  played  a brilliant  ball 
game  holding *Ryan  to  only  87  yards  rushing 
and  5 yards  passing.  The  strong  forward  wall 
of  the  Big  Red  kept  the  fine  fullback  of  Ryan, 
Charlie  Sutherland,  bottled  up  all  night  al- 
lowing him  only  24  yards  in  9 carries. 

Although  they  didn’t  score  but  once,  the 
Red  offense  looked  good  led  by  Crawford  and 
Worrall,  each  of  whom  ran  the  ball  more  in- 
dividually than  the  entire  Ryan  ball  club. 
The  Maroon  offense  used  up  35  running  plays 
to  Ryan’s  10  during  tht  first  half,  5 of  which 
were  inside  their  own  10  yard  line.  It  was 
not  until  4:55  was  left  in  the  third  quarter 
that  Ryan  scored  a first  down.

Maroons  Dethrone  St.  Xavier  7-0 

Before  a capacity  crowd  which  lined  Frank  Andrews  field,  the  Big 
Red  of  MBA  took  it  upon  themselves  to  dethrone  the  Kentucky  Stale 
Champions  St.  Xavier,  and  in  so  doing  snapped  St.  X's  unbeaten  streak 
of  thirty  one  consecutive  wins.  The  thrill-packed  crowd  saw  an  in- 


spired MBA  ball  club  jump  to  a 
7-0  first  half  lead  after  Wilson 
Prueher  pounced  on  a loose  St. 
X fumble  on  the  St.  X 14.  With 
seconds  left  in  the  first  quarter, 
block-busting  Billy  Crawford 
bulled  his  way  to  the  11.  On  the 
next  play,  the  first  of  the  second 
quarter,  fleet  halfback  Tommy 
Worrall  skirted  right  end  for  the 
tally  to  give  MBA  a 6-0  lead. 
Crawford  added  the  PAT  and  the 
score  stood  MBA  7,  St.  X 0.  This 
game  winning  touchdown  was  set 
up  by  a booming  50  yard  kick  off 
the  toe  of  husky  center  Dick  Hus- 
band which  set  St.  X back  to  their 
own  11. 

The  ensuing  three  quarters  saw 
a rugged  game  of  defense  between 
the  two  clubs.  St.  X besieged  by 
90  yards  worth  of  penalties  was 
only  able  to  penetrate  to  the 
MBA  19  yard  line.  Even  though 
they  recovered  four  MBA  fumbles, 
the  Kentucky  team  was  unable  to 
shove  the  pigskin  over  the  double 
strip.  The  rugged  MBA  defense 
held  St.  X stars  Bobby  Spann  and 
Bobby  Reeves  to  only  91  yards  in 
33  carries  between  them. 

For  MBA  Crawford  was  the  big 
gun.  killing  St.  X on  both  offense 
and  defense  by  racking  up  112 
yards  in  26  carries  and  making  15 
tackles,  thus  giving  him  Player  of 
the  Week  Awards.
